Application No. 11705 of the Washington School of Bal le t ,  pursuant 
t o  Section 8207.2 of the Zoning Regulations as  provided by 
Section 3101.42 of the regulat ions fo r  permission t o  extend a 
non-conforming s t ruc tu re  a s  prohibi ted by BZA Order N o .  2015 a t  
the premises 3515 Wisconsin Avenue, N. W . ,  Lot 808, Square 1911. 

F I N D I N G S  OF FACT: 

1. BZA Order No. 2015, i n  which the Board granted the appl icant  
use of the subject  premises a s  a school, s tates as a condition 
t o  the Order, tha t  no ex te r io r  changes be made to  the bui lding.  

2 .  The appl icant  request r e l i e f  from the condition 
s t a t e d  Finding of Fact No. 1 of t h i s  Order by appl icat ion t o  
the Board f o r  permission t o  construct  a second rear  s to ry  
addi t ion t o  the subject  premises. 

3 .  The purpose of the proposed addi t ion would be t o  
provide addi t ional  l i v ing  space for Mrs. Mary Day, who res ides  
on the premises and who i s  operator of the Washington School 
of Bal le t .  

4 .  The proposed addi t ion would cons is t  of new ki tchen,  
bathroom and a new deck located on ex is t ing  roof ,  which leaks 
and needs repa i r .  

5. The proposed addi t ion would be used by M r s .  Day as 
pa r t  of her  personal quar te rs  and not a s  a pa r t  of the p r iva t e  
school u s e  of the Washington School of Bal le t .  

6. N o  opposit ion was reg is te red  t o  t h i s  appl icat ion 
a t  the P u b l i c  Hearing. 

7 .  The proposed addi t ion complies with height ,  area and 
bulk requirements of the Zoning Regulations. 

CONCLUSIONS OF LAW: 

Based on the foregoing f a c t s ,  the Board is  of the opinion 
t h a t  the proposed addi t ion w i l l  not  adversely a f f e c t  adjacent 
and neighboring property and w i l l  be i n  harmony w i t h  the in t en t  
and purpose of the Zoning Regulations. 
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ORDERED: 

That the above application be GRANTED.
